Ave  pre-emptions  were  recorded  in 
that  area,  covering  10.04i  acres,  I 
records  of  the  Provincial  Depart- 
ment of  Lands  disclosed.

A  NATIONAL  GOVERNMENT 


It  '\s  siKuifirant-  that  one  of  the  leading  bankers 
of  the  counliy,  Mi.  C.  H.  Carlisle,  prei^ident  of 
tiM  Dominion  Bank,  should  realize  that  there 
Is  at  prfvrnt  the  nerd  of  •^umo  new  alignment  of 
the  poiilicai  forces  m  tlic  country.  He  says;  "It 
■Mnu  to  me  that  your  betterment  Uei  in  a 
national  government,  a  government  rrratrd  by 
you  without  the  Interference  and  domiiiation  of 
political  organlzatlona.  I  boUevc  that  such  a 
government  is  neceoiary  at  thl.s  time,  and  it  is. 
perhaps,  the  only  means  out  of  our  present 
unfavorable  poBition."  The  position  to  which 
he  refers  is  that  there  is  now  too  much  govern- 
ment In  business  and  too  little  business  in  gov- 
ernment. That  Is  how  It  Is  interpreted  by  The 
Montreal  Ga/ottr.  which  riuotes  Mr.  Carli.sle  as 
pointing  to  the  fact  that  when  income  is 
diminishing  outlay  Is  "ever  growing  greater" 
and  that  i)oopi<  aif  appalled  at  the  magnitude 
of  government  debt,  which  Is  ever  increasing 
and  is  showing  no  signs  today  of  decreasing. 
_The  handicapping  circum.stancr.s  against  na- 
tional government  in  Canada  may  be  summed 
up  In  two  words— "political  ambitions."  Dissolve 
throf  and  there  Ja-jao-  rfa.ion  why,  there  could 


supporters  who  will  not  be  found  in  the  fold  of 
the  Unity  Council.

HUMMINGBlKDii 


Dr.  Charles  H  Blake,  naturalist  at  the  New 
England  Museum  of  Natural  History,  believes  he 
hao  eolved  the  rayiteiry  of  how  the  hummingbird 

flies  backwards.  High  -  speed  motion  picture 
photography  shows  that  ttie  hummingbird  em- 
ploys its  wings,  when  hovering,  much  like  a 
fisherman  rowing  a  boat  and  using  both  sides 
of  his  oars,  "depending  on  whether  the  motion 
is  forward  or  backward."  A  stop-motion  photo- 
graph of  a  hummingbird,  taken  at  an  exposure 
Of  one-miliionth  of  a  iKcond.  shows  both  wings 
stretched  horlxontally  in  advance  oT  the  breast, 
which  is  believed  to  be  the  way  the  backward 
motion  is  secured.  How  fast  a  hummingbhrd  can 
move  Its  wings  explains  its  great  speed.  It  can 
land  with  the  lightness  of  thistledown,  and  the 
natural  science  editor  of  The  Christian  Science 
Monitor  quotes  Dr.  Blake  as  saying  that,  "a 
frightened  bird  made  only  three  strokes  before 
It  finally  let  go  of  its  twig,  and  the  manoeuvre 
required  only  seven -hundredths  of  a  second." 

The  films  studied  by  Dr.  Blake  were  made  by 
Professor  Harold  E  EdRerton.  of  the  Ma.ssachu- 
setts  Institute  of  Technoloty,  and  were  taken 
at  Holdemess,  New  Hampshire.  There  is  a 
sanctuary  for  hummingbirds  at  that  point  and 
Professor  Edgerton  has  been  studying  their 
heblts.  "They  fly,"  he  says,  "from  place  to  place 
like  other  birds.  The  wings  beat  up  and  down, 
but  unlike  those  of  the  pigeon,  for  example,  they 
hardly  bend  at  the  wrist  or  elbow.  The  straight- 
away flight  of  'hummer.s'  resembles  that  Of  their 
relatives,  tht  swifts.  Both  have  long,  narrow, 
^tlff  wings  which  are  flapped  rapidly  and  con- 
tinuou.'-ly  Most  birds  get  lift  only  on  the  down 
ward  motion  of  the  wing,  but  the  'hummer'  gets 
lift  also  on  the  backward  half-strcriM  when  the 
air  presses  against  the  back  br  upper  surface 
of  the  wing."  ■

The  Free  Fit^  pi  London,  Untario,  celebrated 
Its  nintleth  anniversary  on  June  21.  Established 

in  1149  as  a  weekly  it  wa;,  purcha.sed  three  year:; 
later  by  Mr.  Josiah  Blackburn  and  has  remained 
In  the  same  family  ownership  ever  shice.  It 
became  a  daily  In  1855  The  Free  Press  has  one 
record  that  is  not  paralleled  in  this  country,  for 
during  Its  nine  decades'  there  have  been  only 
four  editors-in-chief.  It  devotes  it.s  commcmora- 
,tlon  edition  to  depicting  the  growth  of  London, 
of  which  Indeed  It  ha.s  been  the  historian  through 
the  years,  becaii.sf  it  u.is  launched  when  that 
Ontario  city  was  Just  emerging  from  the  state 
of  a  village  and  commencing  a  growth  which 
brought  It  to  a  position  of  one  of  the  great 
Indu.vtrial  centres  of  the  Dominion,  It  may  well 
be  believed  that  The  Free  Press,  by  forward 
policies  which  have  been  so  well  sustained,  ton-

He  asserted  that  a  modern  trading 
policy  would  estajslish  trade'  rela- 
tions with  the  United  Stat»\s  upon  a 
basis  of  maximum  r(  onoiiuc  benefit 
rather  tiian  a  minimum  benefit. 

Mr.  Herridge  said  the  existing 
transportation  system  in  Canada 
"does  ;iot  even  serve  our  present 
low  standard  of  living."  It  would  be 
necessary  to  build. a  great  new  sys- 
tem. 

Mr.  Herridge  said  the  Bank  of 
Canadas  Job  would  be  to  achieve 
"the  necessary  increase  In  purchas- 


prlce.s  of  prima rv  product.s  had  been 
drnrn  down  to  get  a  fa\orable  bal- 
ance of  trade. 

Mr.  Herridge  said  his  aim  was  to 
have  a  minimum  wage  and  a  mini- 
mum price  for  primary  products.
